"The prices of a greater portion* 


of the farm commodities grown in 
this country are affected by condi- 
tions abroad, and those definitely on 
an importer export basis are most 
sensitive to th? Impact of foreign

economic forces. 


Products Affected 


"Of those on an export basis, cot- 


ton, grain, tobacco, pork products, 
apples and- dried fruit are outstand- 
ing. The more important items com- 
mercially 
grown in this 
country, 


but of which large quantities-' 'are 
also Imported, are sugar, wool, flax- 
seed and nuts. To these lists should 
be addeff dairy products, beef, mut- 
ton and Iamb, which do not fall 
"definitely Into either export or" im- 
port class but which, during perio'ds 
of over or under production, must 
cope with foreign competitors." 


On the reports gathered by the 


field- forces of the foreign offices, 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
is Influenced In dispensing- its. ad- 
vice to United States growers. ' 


For instance, if there Is a huge 


surplus of wheat lying in storage 
m European markets, it would be 
unwise for American-farmers to- in- 
crease their wheat acreage because t 
the foreign dmand would be consid- 
erably reduced by the suiplus carry- \> 
over. The same situation holds true 
of any other farm commodity. , 


Upon receipt of crop reports from 


foreign offices, the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, through its 
field offices and news bureau, dis- 
tributes the Information to farmers. 
In this way a farmer knows how to 
govern his production. ^ 


The gathering- of different types 


of plants, trees and fruits by the 
foreign 
agricultural 
experts 
has 


been of untold value to 
farmers. Hundreds of 
American 


plants pro- 
viding new and valuable crops have 
been introduced into the 
United 
States.

way until .that final tragic realization 
that bridges have been burned and the 
road back is blocked. The pace was 
swift and the outcome inevitable. 


Hurling anathemas at the unfortun- 


ate girl will answer no purpose. Glib 
judgements of our fellow men are the 
very means by which others pass judg- 
ment on us. A jury, trying a criminal, 
cannot get inside his heart. But the v 
system which created the environ- 
ment and the helping hands which 
made the tragedy possible, should be 
exposed" to the glare of ruthless scru- 
tiny.

It is society itself in large measure, 


which is responsible -for these age-old 
tragedies of human error and destruc- 
tion. The solution does not lie in crit- 
icism and anathema, or remaining in 
a mood- of protest, but rather in crea- 
tive thought which will lead to higher, 
cleaner and purer standards of living. 


One thing is certain, very certain-— 


the cocktail pathway is not only slip- 
pery with slime but environed with. 
pitfalls and ambushes that constantly 
spell a disgraceful end.

UrgeEarly Care Of Teeth 


As Safeguard For Babies 


Madison — It is a great mistake 


for a mother to allow, a- child's first 
set of-teeth to decay Just because 
they are baby teethv Baby teeth de- 
cay and have abscesses which are 
as harmful as the decay, and abcess- 
es In the mouth of grownups, and a- 
child's health is often Impaired by 
failure to look after the babyhood 
teeth. 


The Educational Committee of the 
State Medical Society in a bulletin 
Issued today declares that until re- 
cently the importance of caring for 
baby teeth was little , understood. 
Now It is realized, declares the bul- 
letin, that many of the Ills- and suf- 
fering of children may be traced di-' 
rectly to a lack of mouth hygienes 
It is estimated by federal authorities 
that sixty per cent of all children In 
the United States under the age of 
fourteen have one or more defective 
teeth. • 


"Children should1 be taken to a 


dentist when they are three years 
old or as soon as ail the baby teeth 
are In place, then once or twice a 
year in order that any decayed baby 
teeth may be filled," declares the 
bulletin. 


There is another important reason 


•why young children should have 


their first' teeth attended to regular- 
ly by a dentist. It the last babj 
tooth to erupt is allowed to decaj 
and has.to be extracted the big six 
year molar back o£ it may tip for 
ward. 
It may never stand up 


straight and,all the other teeth in 
front-of it may therefore be crookec 
and out of place. Moreover lack ol 
care of the baby teeth often causes 
crowded, ugly looking sets of perma- 
nent teeth. 
Such irregular teeth 


d^cay- more rapidly, are harder to 
keep clean and as grinders for food 
they give poor service. 


"Each properly fos-med sbc year 


molar has deep projections or cusps; 
"the cusps of the upper tooth fit into 
the grooves of the lower, so that a 
perfect Interlocking of the 
teeth 
takes place as the jaws come to- 
gether. Nature has done this In or- 
der" that food may be ground and 
crushed when it is chewed. But, if 
one six year molar come in forward 
of its proper position because some 
of the temporary teeth were lost too 
soon, these cusps and grooves will 
not properly interlock. Instead, the 
cusps might strike against each oth- 
er, thus* throwing tliat whole side 
of "the mouth out of alignment, and

nificantly successful. The Idea, how- 
ever, was not new to English trade 
unions, 
-nhich piactised 
it on a 


limited scale. 


Daring and radical was the pro- 


posal 
which 
Winston Churchill, 


then 
president of the 
Board of 


Trade, introduced on behalf of a 
Conservative government. 


At the same time a national sys- 


tem of labor exchanges was started 
and the two schemes have dovetailed 
ever since. 


Each year since 1911 has seen a 


new model of the plan, but the ba- 
sic design has remained the same. 
Largely the changes havs been ex- 
tensions to cover more industries.

Britain are required to be Insured, 
except farm laborers and domestic 
servants and certain other whlto- 
collar classes.

all accidents. These will show where 
the principal danger exists and pe- 
destrians and motorists will be warn- 
ed by motion pictures and ad\ertis- 
mg. Drivers schools •will bo conduct- 
ed and Instruction will be given in 
the laws of the road. 


When any corner shows a high 


frequency of accidents, special study 
will be made and the- danger factor 
eliminated as far as possible by en- 
gineering plans. 


"The accident rate should guide 


the enforcement of the laws," Kreml 
declares.
